"If tbe explosion* was not an accl 
dent, but the deliberate act of any 
or men. it waa an outrage of das 
tardly Iniquity, fot It waa one of 
these crlmea In which the murderer, 
in order to gratify hla spite againat 
in Individual, not merely wrecked 
that individual's property, but with 
calloaa indifference lakes the Uvea of 
scores of Innocent people aa an Inci- 
dent to the achievement of hla aln- 
later and criminal purpose 

'The men responsible for dynamit- 
ing the l.oa Angeles Times building 
are responsible not only for the wreck 
of the newspaper offices, but for the 
loss of many lives 

"The arrest waa made In conee- 
quenoe of testimony aecured by Mr 
who haa been Mr. Henry'* 
tan In bringing to Juatlce 
graftera who violated tbe law of the 
I nlted State* In Oregon and grafters 
who violated the laws of California 
in Han Francisco. He haa proceeded 
with Impartial severity against the 
most Influential politicians and the 
richest business men. 

"It happens that the men whom he 
haa now arrested are members of a 
labor organisation, Just as men whom 
he formerly arrested were membera 
of the Republican or Democratic par- 
ties' or of great and wealthy corpora- 
tion a.

When the pigs ae I wo or three weeks 
old they will begin to take food given 
them from a separate trough made 
but a few Inches deep. Hklm milk or 
a tblu porridge of middlings la greatly 
relished nt this time As soon aa 
they begin to SM freely tbey should 
be crowded with feed, since the most 
OCMKMMal galna In the life of the 
pigs are made at. this Mine. Pigs 
should he fed hi oh to gain In weight 
from one-half pound to a pound a day 
from the time they are three weeks old 
until they are markofnd. 

Young growing pigs should have 
plenty of green pasture, pure water 
and grain. The old method of allow 
Ing pigs to grow for a year on pasture 
or in wood lots without other feed Is 
MMMi I • and not now practiced by 
those who make a auceess in grow- 
ing hogs for pork. On pasture alone 
hog* make too slow gains for profit, 
and raimoi be brought to a market 
nhle condition. 1'igs at pasture, how- 
ever, make the best use of the grain 
fed to them. 

Some of the best green feeds for 
hogs are alfalfa, clover, rape, cow peas, 
peanuts, artichokes and sweet pota- 
toes. Hoga are wasteful grazers and 
the fields of pasture crops should be 
arranged with movable fences in such 
a manner that the hogs can pasture 
only on a small portion at a time. A

pasture throughout the season 

When young nursing pigs begin to 
scour. It M evTdeut that the milk of 
the sow is disagreeing with them aud 
immediate attention therefore should 
be dlreciod toward improving her 
ration. Most often the trouble conies 
from over feeding on corn, or other 
rich food. Just after farrowing, and 
pigs of fat. flabby, pampered, cross, 
nervous, constipated sows, are most 
apt to suffer. Sudden changes of 
food, or feeding sour or decomposing 
slop, or food from dirty troughs, or 
sour swill barrels, also tend to cause 
diarrhoea either in nursing pigs or 
those ihat have been weaned, and ull 
such causes should be prevented e> 
removed. 

To correct scouting in nursing pigs, 
give the sow IS to 20 grains sulphute 
of Iron t copperas ) in her slop night 
and morning and If necessary slightly 
increase tne dosea until effective.

Disease la Commonly Caused by Allow- 
ing Animala to Sleep in Damp 
and Filthy Quarters. 

Rheumatism Is commonly caused by 
allowing bogs to sleep In damp, filthy 
and Improperly ventilated quarters. 
The system of ventilation should be 
such that there will be no direct cur- 
rents of air striking Ihe animals. The 
sun should have free access to the 
houses at all times This will keep 
the sleeping quarters In a dry. sanitary 
condition.

gives rise to the rough, scraggy coat 
Prevention should be the first aim of 
the owner, and to accomplish this, the 
yards, pastures and houses should be 
made ilry and dean.

Now, If anybody had any knowledge 
of God eicept yourself and you were 
to bear witness to the fact that God 
la hearing and answering prayera, 
v.ould you he able lo bring I'lustra- 
Uona out of your own Individual ei- 
That la an Intensely per 
ractlcal question And the 
fourth one: Do you feel free to go 
to Ood nt any time; are you so much 
at home with God that you cannot 
hold yournelf back at times from go- 
ing and having a talk with Him? 
t* prayer a prlvelrge that you enjoy? 

Now, let us clear the field for ac- 
tion by bringing the testimony of 
Christ before us. In the chapter that 
1 have just read you will notice cer- 
tain ones coming to J«sua on a very 
Interesting occasion. They saw Him 
praying, and when He got through 
praying they Immediately came to 
Him and said: "Teach us to pray, 
1-ord." 

It aeems to me that that picture 
comes right before our minds. We 
can aee Jesus kneeling there In 
prayer, and there la a radiance about 
HI* countenance: there Is a sincerity 
about His voice; there Is an intimacy 
In the whole atmosphere that sur- 
rounds Jesus, and the disciples who 
are looking st Him feel, "Why, I have

And se> they come to Him manfully

to pray.' And Jesus teaches the great 
l/ords prayer. And you will notice 
that ax lie goes on down lo Ills beauti- 
ful conversation with them He Bays:

Who are the people who say: "1 
don t believe there is a God?" They 
are those who don't believe that there 
Is rny God, because tbelr lives are In 
a . -milium of sin* 8iu createa In our 
hearts u distaste for prayer. 

The second enemy of prayer la "Rea- 
son." Reason would tske the bread 
out of the hand of a starving child. 
Reason would go to the bedside of a 
«lra and dying noul and would uke 
the wum< physician and drive him 
away from the bed Reason would 
even reach Its arm out Into the aky 
and tear God out of the universe. If 
It only had tbo power to do It. 
Is one of the biggest blessings at 
of the biggest curses that thla 
has ever had; It all dependa upon 
whether reaaon to In Its rightful place 
or not.
